PREFACE. 

Boohs cannot live long without bindings, and the neater and 
more elegant such coverings are made the better chance there is of 
preserving to a good old age the, volumes they enclose. It is therefore 
no unwise or contemptible mania (as mere scholars and journalistic 
journeymen have combined to assert) which impels the lover of good 
boohs to dech his darlings in appropriate costume—a costume so 
beautif ul and so good in itself that even Ignorance will be tempted to 
save the author for the sahe of his robes . The booh and its binding 
are like the mind and the body: who would not rather see a noble soul 
enshrined in a beautiful form than imprisoned in an ugly one ? If 
only a little more of this “ coxcombry ” of binding had been practised 
■in former days, what precious jewels of intellect (especially of the hind 
that is best illustrated in our old Shahspearian and poetic literature) 
might not have been saved for us, which are now lost for ever? 

A good work on the history of Bookbinding has yet to be written • 
Arnett’s treatises are jejtcne and out of date, and were based on 
defective material; ivhile everything that has been written on the 
subject since is below criticism. We might except from this harsh 
judgment “La Beliure” of Messrs . Marius-Michel, which is a 
thoroughly good booh from its own point of view; but unfortunately 
the authors are “ doreurs ” not “ relieurs,” and suffer from bias like 
the man ivho cried “ There is nothing like leather !” He ivas not a 
binder, but they are “finishers,” and their opinion is that nothing 
merits mention in connexion with the art of bookbinding beyond the 
process of decorating the sides and back of the leather with ornaments 
in gold. It is truly an elegant and artistic employment, requiring 
discrimination, taste, and skill; but alas ! even of Marius-Michel, as of 
all other modern ivorkmen, English and foreign, it must be said that 
they are mere eclectic copyists. Of course eclectic imitation is a 
correct principle, but those who folloived it in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries did not seek their models slavishly in the works 
of their qiredecessors, but in the contemporary development of ornamental 
art in other branches of industry, or else in the adaptation of natural 
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forms . When the two Deromes had gone—that is towards the 
period of the French Revolntion—there were binders both in France 
and England who revolted against the stereotyped repetition of Boyer, 
Padeloup, Derome, and sought for originality not always ivith success. 
Roger Payne, Kalthoeber, and Charles Lewis in England, Thouvenin 
and Bozerian in France, must be mentioned with respect, as having 
thus won distinction: for their successors during the last sixty years 
or so, however successful in the production of handsome and solid 
bindings, ive cannot entertain the same esteem . 

In a• review of the history of Bookbinding, the art (at least in its 
present character) may be said to begin with the ninth century. Under 
the enlightened patronage of Karl the Great boolcs multiplied, and the 
more valuable were bound in wooden boards covered with ornamented 
plates of gilt or silvered metal, set with gems and ivory carvings . 
This method of decorating books icas far older than his time, and had 
long been in use in the Byzantine empire; but there are few specimens 
existing earlier than the ninth century (the first article in the present 
catalogue is a fine example of the kind). It is, perhaps, impossible to 
find homogeneity in bindings of this character, for although the first 
overlaying of the metal work may have been contemporaneous with 
the book, the accessory ornaments were usually relics of an older date, 
and frequently portions of the covering ivere removed or altered to 
• substitute fresh plaques with enamel or other more highly■ prized 
embellishments. But in the ninth century, simple leather coverings 
began to be largely employed for ordinary books, as we have reason to 
know, although the plainer bindings of that and the three succeeding 
centuries have not survived. It is only the thirteenth century that 
yields us some specimens of binding in stamped leather fastened over 
the wooden boards in which books were enclosed. The simple impressed 
decoration of that time developed in the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries into elaborate and often beautiful designs, embracing 
arabesque borders and compartments of scriptural or symbolical 
3 figures, sometimes bearing legends. In this style of bookbinding, although 
some fine examples ivere produced in France and Italy towards the 
end of the fifteenth century, the South Germans enjoyed a decided pre¬ 
eminence, and it lingered amongst them till the end of the sixteenth 
century. With the beginning of that century the French began to 
discard the use of wooden boards, as the Italians had already done a 
generation earlier, and the present kind of paper-boarding or paste¬ 
board came into nearly general use. Morocco leather began to be 
substituted for the old sheepskin, deerskin, and hogskin coverings, and 
the impressed ornament was brightened with a little gold or silver. 
Princes and Popes of the Medici family, surrounded as they were by 
learning, art, and refined luxury, stimulated the nascent taste for fine 
bindings, and Rome and Florence produced magnificent work, enriched 
by painters and goldsmiths, for their gratification. But this only 
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refers to exceptional volumes : the regular craft of bookbinding toas 
chiefly practised as an industrial art at Venice, where Aldus Manutius 
(venerabile nomen) employed artisans of every nationality in the 
bindring-shop attached to his printing-house. Contemporary artists 
furnished designs, including even modifications of Oriental patterns 
(i already familiar to Venetians), and the result was the production of 
good books in fine bindings, completely in the modern sense of the 
phrase. The sides of the volumes were no longer studded with gems 
or embossed with plates of precious carved metal; it teas not the 
jeweller or the cunning artist in gold and silver to whom the book was 
indebted for its external beauty, but the bookbinder, the artist in 
leather. There were rich and elegant bibliophiles who demanded that 
their books should be beautiful although only in leather coverings, and 
Aldus id as able to satisfy them. The rivalry of France with the 
Empire in Northern Italy, led to the creation of that taste for fine 
bindings which has always distinguished the French Kings. Louis 
XII and Francis I had it, in a minor degree ; but when Grolier -— 
whose official position under the latter king kept him for the 
greater part of tioenty years (1510-30) in Italy — had, by personal 
intercourse with Aldus, Pietro Bembo, and others, contracted the 
passion for good books and beautiful bindings, the Dauphin Henri 
caught the contagion from his example. As Grolier was the 
greatest of all private collectors, so no king has ever had such 
lovely bindings executed for him as Henri II (ivhether for himself 
alone, or in association with his dear Diane.) Maioli had probably 
made Grolier’s acguaintance at Venice : although we know nothing 
of him beyond the fact that he loved fine bindings, we may 
conjecture that there was a giving and taking of ideas (as we know 
there ivas of books) between him and Grolier. Henri II’s wife (the 
famous Catherine de Medicis) had splendid book-bindings, and their 
children inherited the taste. Magnificent work . was done for 
Francis II (and Mary Stuart), Charles IX, Henri III, and 
Marguerite (who married Henri IV ). The golden time of ornamental 
art in bookbinding teas the half century between 1525 and 1575. For 
the first tioenty years of that period the Italians had the best of it, 
during the other thirty the French took the lead, which they have 
never lost, notwithstanding the decided declension of style which 
followed the persecution of the Huguenots. It would seem as though 
the great artists who worked for Henri II, Diane, Catherine, Mary 
Stuart, and Charles IX ivere Huguenots from the south of France. 
Lyons was a nursing place for bookmen, artists , and heretics, and 
connected in various ways with men of great mark : Grolier, Aldus, 
Dolet, Servetus, Holbein, Cousin, Petit Bernard. The reputation of 
Venice as the home of industrial bookbinding came to be divided with 
Lyons from about the time when Grolier returned to France, and the 
Venetian and Lijonnese bindings, even of the most ordinary kind, 
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produced between 1530 and 1600, are nearly always good and 
tasteful. The ornament was produced by impressions in gold from 
engraved plates—an excellent process, but not of course to be compared 
with the fine hand-work that appears on the boohs of the great 
collectors. This style of binding was naturalized in England about 
1560 {after a little indulgence in G-rolieresque models, which had 
succeeded about 1545, to the coarse wooden-boards and stamped- 
leather ivork familiar everywhere. The last and best development of that 
English Grolieresque ivork appears in the books bound about 1560 for 
Thomas Wotton, the father of the famous Sir Henry), and prevailed 
till the time of Charles I, when (after an episode formed by the 
embroidered silk-work of the Little Gidding community) English 
binding subsided for a time into dull and ugly plainness. 

In Italy, after Maioli’s death [about 1550) and the transfer of the 
sceptre of taste to the French school, bindings became more elaborate 
and gorgeous, thick masses of dotted gold forming a basis upon which 
painted mosaic patterns were designed. The bindings . assigned to 
Demetrio Canevari [about 1600, but more probably done for his 
father) belong to this over-luxuriant style, although sometimes we 
find simple and chaste Canevari work. In France, after the 

dispersion of the grand Huguenot binders, the patrons were for¬ 

tunately not lost, and the fine instincts of De Thou and others 
created a new and beautiful type of binding, identified with the 
names of Nicolas and Clovis Eve. This ivas seen in solid coverings 
of morocco, decorated all over the sides and back with interlacing 
patterns of geometrical character, the spaces betiveen the parallel 
lines and in the middle of the figures, left at first quite blank , 
but afterwards filled in with palm branches, and wreaths of 
foliage, and the smaller ornaments to which the name fanfare 
has been applied. This style was very elegant and obtained con¬ 
siderable vogue, most of the fine bindings done between 1580 and 

1620 being of the fanfare pattern, including some that were 
bound for Henri III, Marguerite de Valois, and Henri TV. With 
Henri TV, however, and the whole Bourbon line of kings, a new 
style of royal binding came into vogue, plainer and less artistic 
as to ornament, but more solid and aristocratic as to leather. 
[Henri IV and Louis XIII had many of their books covered over 
with fleurs-de-lis in gold, and some of those which were done by 
Le Gascon for Louis XIII are lovely works of art in the style 
which will be mentioned in the next paragraph, but as a general 
rule the reign of plainness came in with the Bourbons). Although 
De Thou indulged originally in the elegant fanfare bindings, most 
of his books were plainly and solidly bound in the soberer style 
now setting in. Side by side with this respectable manner we find 
a neiv departure on the lines of the fanfare bindings. About 1620 
ci binder, who is usually called le Gascon or Le Gascon, %vho 
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must have been a workman in Clovis Hive’s house, added to the 
geometrical and fanfaresque patterns of the latter a new hind of 
ornament , consisting of minute gold dots elaborated into lines and 
curves of singular brilliancy and elegance. This pointille ornament, 
as it is called, gradually drove out the interlaced patterns with which 
it was at first combined, and from 1630 to 1660 the favourite style 
of decoration on the backs and sides of books was produced by the 
luxuriant convolution of those lines of dotted gold. Cardinal Richelieu, 
the Queen Anne of Austria, Cardinal Mctzarin, and other noble and 
distinguished collectors, had their books thus ornamented, but the 
minute repetition of gold dots became too painful a labour at last, and 
about 1660-70 a compromise teas established by mixing fine con¬ 
tinuous lines of gold with the pointille, and after 1670 the dots were 
only used as an accessory. In the meanwhile the Le Gascon ornament 
had become fashionable in England, Italy, a,nd theLoiv Countries, and 
some very excellent work of that sort was produced in those countries 
even down to 1680. In France, between 1670-80, a man named Boyer 
or Boyet united in his house the plain solidity of the royal Bourbon 
bindings and the modified Gasconesque, which consisted of fleurons 
and angle- and centre-pieces, done by means of small fine gold curves, 
almost ivholly without pointille. His bindings, especially those 
which ivere double, were more solidly respectable than the 
work of Le Gascon’s imitators, ivhile at the same time they added 
ornament to the sober style then in vogue ; and all the dis¬ 
tinguished collectors, from Colbert to Count Hoym, without speaking 
of royal personages, for whom he bound ex-officio, made use 
of Boyer and members of his family from 1670-80 to 1730. Boyer's 
style has not completely gone out of fashion yet, most of his 
smaller ornaments being still used by all bookbinders in France , 
England, and elsewhere . Betiveen his time and the Revolution the 
space is bridged by the names of Augustin Duseuil, the Padeloups, and 
the Deromes. Amongst the peculiarities of the history of binding is 
the widespread belief in the existence of an Abbe Dusseuil, ivho, during 
the second half of the seventeenth century, employed himself in the 
production of dainty book-covers. They are chiefly remarkable as 
being in red morocco, with a double row of rectangular gold lines on 
the outsides, and the figure of a vase at the inner angles. In many 
cases also the binding is double, that is, it has a red morocco lining 
inside the cover ornamented similarly to the outside. The first time 
this amateur binder was heard of was in the year 1724, when the books 
of Lomenie, Gomte de Brienne, were taken to London and sold there by 
auction , the catalogue frequently mentioning that the books were bound 
by the Abbe Dusseuil . Now, it is probable that the Count , when 
sending his books to the auctioneers , inentio 7 ied that his own part of 
the collection was bound by A. Du Seuil (a man then in great vogue 
as a binder in Paris), from which the auctioneer’s cataloguer may have 
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amplified A. into Abbe , and tahen the statement to refer to the more 
elegant bindings in the library, which were really the work of the 
Boyers or Boyets, and had been executed for the* Count’s father. Such 
a misapprehension is easily accounted for, but it has been the basis of 
many wild and romantic theories, adopted even by sound critics like 
Mr. Edwards (the author of the book on Libraries). Augustin Du Seuil, 
ivho thus got the credit of having 'produced the elegant vase bindings 
of Boyer, was related by marriage to the Padeloups. He flourished 
about 1710-20, and his chief merit as a binder was to have reproduced 
some of the minor Le Oasconesque features in ivorh of the Boyer type, 
thus softening the severity of the latter, and leading the way to 
Padeloupian licence. Nicolas Padeloup did excellent and elegant 
work; the finest specimens of Antoine Michel Padeloup are marvellously 
rich and luxuriant, although considered deficient in correctness and the 
sense of propriety. The two Deromes did solid and fine work with 
flower and lace ornament, always in good taste if a little monotonous, 
and always pleasant to look upon notwithstanding the charge of 
cropped margins and occasional want of regularity. The second 
Derome, before he assumed the business of J. A. Demme in 1761, 
seems to have taken up the clientele and the style of Padeloup (dead 
in 1758), which he never afterwards entirely neglected. In England, 
theLe Gasconesque imitations and the contemporaneous plain morocco 
bindings done by Hugh Hutchinson (1665-85) gave tvay to imitations 
of Boyer, but Elliot and Chapman, who bound for Harley Earl of 
Oxford, can lay claim to a certain heavy elegance and originality. From 
the last quarter of the seventeenth century a specially English style 
icas coming into existence, and some elaborately ornamental specimens, 
richly inlaid with vaniegated leather are occasionally seen, although 
most of the ordinary binding was very-clumsy. It is to that school of 
elaborate English ivork that Roger Payne’s art belongs, but 
purified by skill and natural taste. With all his faults he was the 
last great English binder, and much of the ivork he produced between 
1770 and 1790 is of singular excellence. After his death , and during 
the first twenty years of this century, there ivcis a spasmodic effort to 
seek and introduce new methods of ornament, both in France and 
England, but it was not very successful, although very excellent 
improvements were effected in the more mechanical part of the work. 
Since that time all the binders in both countries seem to have settled 
doivii in a general tacit acknoioledgment that they can do no better, in 
point of decoration, than imitate the work of the old craftsmen, and 
pick out from it, ivith questionable eclecticism, many varying details 
of ornament for the purpose of forming a blend. This is not praise¬ 
worthy, but for solid, well-knit, durable bindings in rich morocco of 
the best quality no one can beat our Bedford, just as Trautz in France 
■was able easily to claim pre-eminence for minute perfection and fine 
finish.

The splendid and important publication now offered to bibliopliilists is 
the first and only work in which its subject—a subject of the highest interest 
to all lovers of books—has been treated with becoming seriousness and respect. 

It may best be described as a chronological and artistic History of 
Bookbinding, from the invention of printing downwards. To the proper 
understanding of a work of art, all manner of descriptions, however minute 
and however careful, are generally inadequate. A better and more speaking 
impression is conveyed in the roughest sketch than by whole pages of analysis 
and explanation. The authors of this “ History ” have therefore taken care 
to supplement their story with a profusion of woodcuts, exampling in their 
minutest details the several binding styles of which the text treats ; while, in 
two-and-twenty large plates designed with exceptional skill and printed with 
exceptional care, they have set forth as many famous pieces of binding, not 
a few of them of royal origin, and all illustrious in themselves and their

Metal-work; Ivory and Wood-carving ;

Ancient European Work:

with the cruciform nimbus round the Saviour’s head, may show 
that the Crucifixion in ivory is a work of Byzantine art, probably 
dating back nearly to the age of Justinian. The reign of 
Charlemagne was marked by considerable activity in the 
production of fine MSS., which, as a matter of course, demanded 
handsome coverings of silver or gilt metal, with gems inserted, 
and an ivory carving set in the middle. Few of such contem¬ 
porary coverings have survived; most books which originally 
were ornamented in that way suffering a gradual loss or change 
in their outer appearance. Fresh plat.es of metal were substi¬ 
tuted for older ones, and with the eleventh century the cloisonne 
enamel of Limoges came into vogue for that purpose. Some¬ 
times the original centrepiece was preserved, as may have been 
the case with the MS. above described. The older metal plaques 
were gone when the present ones were put upon the MS., then 
about three hundred years old, but whether the ivory carving 
be the same as had occupied the front in the days of Charlemagne 
and his successor cannot be decided. It is in any case a precious 
remnant of a much older time, probably the early part of the 
seventh century, and has been in the company of the MS. for at 
least seven centuries and a half. The gems are all en cabochon ; 
four of them are rock crystals, three jasper, and one agate.

It is not the MS., beautifully written as it is, and interesting 
as a relic of Latin calligraphy in Flanders in the time of 
Charlemagne’s grandchildren, which concerns us here; but the 
ivory Crucifixion considered as an accessory ornament in the 
bookbinding. It is probably of twelfth century work, and 
may have then been inserted in the original cover, or what 
remained of it. Christ is on the cross, His feet almost touching 
the ground and not nailed together, the Virgin and St. John 
stand left and right, and above them in the upper angles two 
angels (busts only, leaning from the ramparts of heaven) are 
weeping, with their hands pressed to their eyes. 

Carved Wood:

The MS ; was probably written about the middle of the sixteenth century, 
somewhere within the limits of the Turkish empire, and the box carved about 
the same time. The curious rudeness of the ornamental work would suggest 
a much earlier date if it were European.

The lovely specimen of Persian calligraphy, and a masterly example of 
Oriental binding. The binding is contemporary with the book, and is far 
superior as a work of art to the gaudy and brilliant Indian bookcovers, flaming 
all over with gold, which are usually found in Persian MSS. of the two 
centuries following this. 

12841 Indian. Persian, Hindustani, English, Portuguese Dictionary, 
sm. folio, MS. on Oriental tinted paper, in original Oriental 
binding repaired, the sides richly gilt ivith figures of birds on the 
corner-pieces, and of climbing monkeys on the centrepiece, £10.

A great curiosity as being the first work of its kind. It was probably 
compiled for the use of the English factory at Surat, and is therefore one of the 
earliest noteworthy documents in a grand chapter of the world’s history. The 
Persian is given in native and in Roman letters, the Hindustani in Gujerati 
and Roman letters. The binding was apparently done at Agra or Dihli.

This work—both as to binding and to writing—was executed perhaps at 
Dihli in the first half of the last century. The careful painting and artistic 
finish of the miniatures make this a precious volume—very unlike the ordinary 
type of Indian illustrated Shah-namahs. They look like pictures on ivory.

This is here, not as a specimen of skill in binding, but as an example of 
the want of it. As the work of a Punjabi bookbinder it has, however, some 
interest.

The book has been said to be of the fifteenth century ; 
but the binding is not nearly so old, and may date from the 
seventeenth century. The curious ornamentation above referred 
to is this—the pattern is cut out of the thick leather, and gold- 
leaf having been inserted between the boards and the co vering, 
a peculiar effect is thus produced. 

The text is considered to have a special value, as varying 
considerably from the recognized Ethiopic text. The paintings 
are apparently by two different artists, and some at the end 
appear unfinished. They have brilliancy of colour and sufficient 
correctness of design to indicate the existence of a school of 
art.

It is ornamented 
in the centre with a cross, enclosed within a treble border of 
interlacing patterns. The outer bag or case .is somewhat 
similarly, but more rudely, decorated.

it was done about 1530.

The designs and impressions are of 
high superiority and finish, and there is a grand appearance about the whole 
binding.

IV. THE BOOKS OF SOVEREIGNS. 

Popes:

roulette border. There is no commercial binding here: it is all hand-work 
of the most exquisite finish, and was probably executed by some one who had 
acquired his skill in the Paris school.

It is a lovely example of 
Italian binding. The ground-pattern is geometrical and interlaced; the 
imperial arms are painted in the centrepiece, and all the compartments within 
the curves and squares are filled with a rich decoration of wreathing flowers 
and foliage, figures of Cupids, and architectonic ornament. The tooling is

French Kings and Princes: 

12874 (? Philippe le Bel, 1268, 1286-1314). BIBLIA SACRA 

LATINA, stout 12mo. beautifully illuminated MS. on very fine 
vellum, with 2 full-page Miniatures, 87 small Miniatures, and

From the stamp on the sides, it is evident that Louis XIV presented this 
beautiful little MS. to the monks of St. Francis de Paul about 1680 , and it is 
not an unfair assumption, from that royal ownership, the exceptional number 
and excellence of the miniatures, and the fact that the first of the two large 
pictures with which the volume begins is bordered with large fleurs-de-lis,— 
that the book was originally illuminated for a French king. As its age is the 
end of the thirteenth century, Philip the Fair must have been the original 
owner. In the first picture just referred to, there are three standing figures,— 
the Virgin, of colossal stature, with the infant Saviour in her arms, on her 
right a crowned seraph or saint holding a sword, and on her left a crownless 
angel or saint with a lamb in his left arm and a branch of palm in the right 
hand. The painting on the opposite page is a Crucifixion. These tw r o pictures 
have borders of various subjects, the background is of bright metallic gold, 
and the figures are painted with a softness and sweetness of colour which 
gives the effect of miniatures on ivory.

This interlaced mosaic work, in green, white, blue and gold, is ornamen¬ 
tation of the purest style, and shows that the Dauphin was “ father to*the ” 
King. Rare as are the fine folios bound for Henri II and the fair Diane 
de Poitiers, the bindings done for the monarch while he was yet Dauphin 
are much rarer.

There is no mark on the binding, except its beauty and its 
age, that indicates possession by the famous Diane; but in 
cadres within the illuminated border of the title-page, the three 
crescents and the interlacing H and DOC are wrought in silver 
upon a blue ground; and the style of the ornament is that 
usually adopted by her binder. This unique vellum copy is the 
dedication copy to Henri II.

The extraordinary combination of these two names is only to be accounted 
for by supposing that, between the years 1559 and 1565, Diane (who had had 
the binding done for her after the death of Henri II) either sent the book as a 
present to Grolier, or else turned it out of her library, and that it was then 
acquired by him.

The H with interlaced C C, which is here subsidiary, was the usnal mark 
employed while her husband, Henri II, was still living to share his attentions 
between Diane and Catherine. The principal cipher, in which a double K 
(thus 3 ik) is twined with qc,— the K standing for Catherine and the C for 
Charles—proves that Charles IX was still reigning when the binder's work 
was done. This must therefore have been executed between 1571 and 1574.

Only one other copy on vellum is known—which is in Lord 
Spencer’s library, and which has generally been considered 
unique. From the facsimile of its De Thou binding, given by 
Dibdin, it is plain that both copies were bound at the same time 
(about 1569-70). Consequently the De Thou arms impressed 
on the Spencer copy must have been impressed at a later date, 
perhaps over the arms of Catherine de Medici, with whose 
library that great bibliophile had much to do in 1594. But the 
Sunderland copy is the presentation copy to the King, and is, 
notwithstanding the attacks of the worm, in excellent condition, 
with its curious original back (also richly gilt with the interlace¬ 
ments and the fanfare-ornaments in their earliest stage) 
projecting upwards and downwards, at top and bottom, beyond 
the level of the sides and front. Nicolas Eve is usually credited 
with the bindings done for Charles IX, but this was still before 
the Bartholomew night, and the pattern on the sides is fine 
enough to warrant a belief that the Huguenot artist who 
worked for Diane, Catherine, and Henri II, drew the masterly 
geometrical design here.

He had it bound in 
1579, after the institution of the Saint Esprit. There exists another work 
of Sansovino bound exactly like this, which is figured in Techener’s 
Bibliophile.

Independently of the artistic and royal associations which 
should make this volume precious in the eyes of every French¬ 
man, it has also a scientific value; the maps being the first 
detailed and accurate cartography on a large scale of that 
portion of the French kingdom which it deals with. They 
are also a remarkable attestation of French skill in diplomacy, 
even more than in arms, and exhibit the dexterity with which 
Henri Quatre knew how to make peace. When he signed the 
treaty of Vervins in 1598, by which he closed the war with 
Spain, he said significantly, “ With this stroke of the pen, I have 
achieved greater successes than I could have won in a long space 
of time with the best swords of my realm.” He then ordered 
this Atlas to be prepared as a monument of what he had done 
to create a new epoch in French history, and it cannot be denied 
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that the record is a splendid one ; creditable alike to the royal 
statesman and warrior who made it possible, to the clever 
draughtsman by whose hand it was executed, and to the artist 
who clothed it in a binding of so much beauty. 

The MS. consists of one leaf “ Table des Cartes,” and 
36 double leaves of maps, as follows :— 

1, General map (of Picardy, the Boulonnais, Artois, and 
the Pays Reconquis) ;

As the general map includes a good deal more territory 
than came into French hands before the time of Louis XIV,

apparent. This is usually called the Royal or the Louvre collection. 

The binding is of a rich and solid character, and was executed by Ruette 
or Boyer about 1670.

Excessively rare, and excessively curious. It is generally supposed that 
the date is false, and that it was not originally in the book, but was added at 
a later period. Lord Spencer believed the real date of the impression to have 
been between 1474 and 1478, and Dibdin, who thought it was earlier, reluc¬ 
tantly followed him. The type was ascertained to be identical with that used 
in the book, “ Arctini Comoedia,” professedly printed in the Abbey of Schu- 
ssenried (Sorthena), in Wiirtemberg, and Dibden built an erroneous theory 
upon it. It is probably correct to assume that the Terence was printed at 
Strassburg by a printer contemporary with Mentel and Eggestein, whose name 
we do not know, and that he afterwards set up a press in Schussenried, and 
printed there the " Aretino,” dated 1478. As for his work in Strassburg, we 
know that he was at work there in 1471 and 1472, and, consequently, it 
would not be wonderful if he had also produced a book in 1469—dateless 
originally, but on the unsold copies of which he might have added the proper 
date a year or two later.

A remarkable feature 
in this copy is its possession of two varying titles, one of which bears the 
words, “ par l’Academie Royale des Medailles et des Inscriptions,’' and also 
that it has a long preface of fourteen pages, which was suppressed in the 
ordinary issue. This preface is very interesting for the complete account 
which it gives of the preparation and production of the work, the assignment 
of the various details to the various artists, the names of the projectors and 
patrons in each department, and the general conspectus of the modus operand! 
The binding was probably one of the Boyers or, perhaps, Louis Dubois.

The libraries of those three 
sisters, consisting chiefly of books of solid erudition, form a curious contrast to 
the collections made by most of the distinguished members of the French Court 
n their time. This book, which was no doubt bound by Jacques Antoine

young lady had reached her twentieth year.

There is no title (except a supposititious one printed some eighty years 
ago) but the first page, which begins “ Enfans Nepveux Cousins ” (these three 
words, in three separate lines), bears the signature of Hug. Picardet (he 
died in 1641), who would certainly not have written his name in that place if 
there had been any preliminary leaves. Moreover, a Dauphin of Prance 
would not have had the book bound in red morocco with his arms if it were a 
defective copy of a work that could be had complete. Hence we may take for 
granted that it was privately printed without any preliminary matter, and not 
at all improbably at Sully in 1617, although that is the very date that Brunet 
denies, while he assigns it to the Chateau of Lugny in 1653. He simply 
followed Barbier. Brunet’s continuator is in still greater confusion, evidently 
believing that there was an edition printed in 1596, and a reprint of a portion 
in 1597. Others, again, have supposed that the Memoirs of Gaspard, and 
those of Guillaume, were two distinct works. The fact remains that, although 
the historical matter of the book ends with 1595-96, a document dated 1616 is 
printed in it, and Hugues Picardet owned the volume before 1641. It was 
bound for Louis XYI, while Dauphin of Prance, about 1770. Derome's 
elegant ornament of the bird with outstretched wings is found on the back, 
above the bottom panel.

Louis XVIII), but, from the second to the fourteenth volume inclusive, the 
continuation was bound for her sister Marie Therese, wife of the Comte 
d’Artois (afterwards Charles X). The fourteen volumes (1776-89) evidently 
remained without continuation, although Vol. XV appeared in 1791, until the 
set fell into the possession of the Duchess de Berri (daughter-in-law of the 
Comte d’Artois), who after 1814 added the fifteenth and sixteenth volumes, 
having them bound as uniformly as possible with the pattern, but substituting 
her own coat of arms for that of her mother-in-law.

It is a significant thing that amongst the under-scored passages there is 
one (on folio 194) which may be rendered as follows :— There is no choosing 
of a wife : whatever she may happen to he, as such she must he kept; whether 
quarrelsome, or foolish, whether ugly, proud, or unclean. Whatever her defects

may be we only discover them after the bond is tied. A horse , <m ass, an ox, 
a dog, the meanest articles of property, our clothes and our pots, our chairs, 
cups, jugs—any of these may be examined beforehand, and we buy them after 
they have undergone the test. Only a wife's qualities are not exhibited—lest 
she prove distasteful before the bargain is settled. On the margin of this 
passage, there is a note, “ Vide T. Mori Utopiam,” which in connexion witli 
the fact that the book belonged to Henry VIII, and that the paragraph above 
extracted harmonizes admirably with what we know of his matrimonial 
peculiarities, may be safely assumed to be in the handwriting of the King. 
On the title-page there is a note in the same hand, stating that the author’s 
name was given by Joannes Vallensis (an English doctor of the thirteenth 
century) in the form of “ Jo. Salobinensis.” The works of Vallensis were 
printed in 1516, in the same year as More’s Utopia, and were not likely to 
have been looked into by any student of the Utopia and the Polycraticus, 
unless from a curiosity naturally incident to new publications, or for some 
special reason, such as the compilement of a new theological treatise. It was 
probably, therefore, between the year 1519 (when Luther’s De Captivitate 
Babylonica appeared) and 1521 (when Henry’s famous Asserto Sacramentorum 
was published in reply), that the King read the Polycraticus and wrote his 
MS. notes in it.

The illustrations are drawn by a bold and skilful hand, 
the landscape accessories are admirable, and the illumination 
(which means that the lights and reflections are produced by 
the use of gold and silver) most effectively worked out. The 
designs of the pictures and the character of the handwriting 
are unmistakably English, and prove consequently that when 
Boaistuau came to London in 1559 to present his book to the 
English Queen, he did not bring with him an illuminated copy 
done in France, but only his own draught MS. from which he 
employed an English penman and an English artist to execute 
the necessary labour. The result was this fine book—a royal 
volume, which forms a treasury of English art in the early years 
of Elizabeth. Unluckily the title and the last page of the 
preface have been torn out, but the book is otherwise in perfect 
and unimpeachable condition. We have the full dedication in 
which the author announces that he has come expressly to 
London to present his book to her Majesty before getting it 
printed, and states that no one else had yet seen it. As we 
know it was first printed at Paris in 1560, this statement 
sufficiently indicates the date of the MS. and there can be no 
question about its having been executed for the Queen. The 
book consequently appears in this section of the catalogue 
although the Royal Arms are not found on the binding—which 
is nevertheless a fine specimen of English ornamental work. 
It was done by the same binder whom Archbishop Parker 
usually employed.

This may be called the Masham Bible. Its first possessor after the King 
was Sir William Masham (he probably received it as a present when he got 
the baronetcy in 1621), of Oates in Essex. He made his family record of 
births on a page opposite the title. His first note refers to his marriage in 
1611, and the next to the birth of his first son in 1616, but these and the 
three succeeding entries seem to have been all written down in 1622. The 
second list is that of his son William’s children, but after the old man had 
entered the fifth child in 1646, he died; and the remaining entries were made 
by that fifth child (Sir Francis Masham), who commenced by adding the 
names of five brothers and sisters, then the date of his marriage in 1666, and 
finally the births of three children in 1667-70. It was with this Sir Francis 
that John Locke lived during the last ten jears of his life, and it was a son of 
this Sir Francis who was raised to the peerage for having married Abigail 
Hill, Queen Anne’s favourite. (See post, Locke and Masham.)

Suppressing Rogues and Vagabonds ; etc. (except such as are Willing to go 
to the English Plantations) ; The enlargement of Quakers ; Claims of 
Ireland ; Carriages, Waggons, and wheeled cars ; Building in and about 
London ; To repress the excesse of gilding of coaches and chariots; For 
encouraging planters in the West Indies ; Revenue on Hearths and Stoves ; 
The King’s Evil; etc. 

Although bound for the King and marked with his monogram of OC 
interlaced,—he seems to have presented this and other volumes to Secretary 
Nicholas afterwards.

This book is of 
especial interest, under the circumstances,—Charles II being a Papist himself 
privately, knowing when he signed Stafford’s death-warrant that an innocent 
man’s blood was about to be shed, and then putting this vindication into his 
royal library, attired in a gorgeous raiment of morocco and gold.

“ The collector of these sentences from St. Augustine was 
the Lady Anne Douglas, daughter of William Earl of Morton, 
first wife of Archibald Campbell, 7th Earl of Argyll, and 
mother of Archibald, Marquis of Argyll, who was beheaded. 
The book, of which I never saw any other copy, appears from 
the arms on the cover to have belonged to Catherine of 
Braganza, Queen of Charles II.

Such was the opinion of Horace Walpole, who accordingly 
has included the wrong lady in his list of royal and noble 
authors. The real one was Anna, daughter of Sir William 
Cornwallis, and second wife of the Earl of Argyll, whom she 
married in 1610, and converted from staunch Calvinism to her 
own religion—the Roman Catholic. The result of this change 
was that they went abroad, and lived in the Spanish Nether¬ 
lands from 1618 to 1638, the Earl taking service under the 
King of Spain. His wife compiled this work in Spanish and 
dedicated it to the Infanta Isabel, widow of the Archduke 
Albert, and sovereign of the Low Countries. Erom the 
extraordinary rarity of the volume, only a few copies can have 
been printed. This one may have belonged to the young Luisa 
Guzman, the sister of the Duke of Medina-Sidonia, and the 
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Kings, Queens, and Princes of England and Scotland— continued. 

future Queen of Portugal (by her marriage with John Duke of 
Braganza), and have been presented by her to her daughter 
Catherine when the latter quitted Lisbon to share the throne of 
Charles II of England in 1662. The book was bound by an 
English artist in the style of Le Gascon, and the coat is indeed 
worthy of its doubly-royal ownership. The pattern on the 
sides, enclosing the crown and escutcheon, is geometrical and 
simple, but it is enriched within and without with the beautiful 
pointille ornament, a petits fers, for which Le Gascon is 
renowned, and in which, perhaps, none of his French imitators 
ever came closer to him than did the nameless Englishman who 
worked for Catherine of Braganza.

This was the princess who is 
said never to have changed her smock for over three years, in consequence of 
a rash vow that she would not remove it till her husband’s troops were in 
Ostend. That memorable siege lasted three years, three months, and three 
days.

When this book was stolen, probably after Christina’s departure from 
France in 1658, the bibliophile-thief pasted two thin strips of paper over 
the inscription, which was written on the title page at the bottom. It is still 
quite plain when the page is held up to the light, and runs thus :—“ Presente 
a sa Majeste la Reine de Su&de par Monsieur l’Eminentissime Cardinal 
Mazarini le 2 Janvier 1646.” It was a truly royal present in its magnificent 
binding executed by one of the twelve artists whom the Cardinal kept at work 
for him. In the broad borders on the sides, the dexterity with which the 
angles have been managed, so as to produce an ensemble of perfect symmetry, 
is most remarkable as indicating the hand of a master.

But the initials which 
appear on the Saxon arms are “A.H. Z. S. K.” which may be Anna Herzogin 
zu Sachsen , Kurfurstin , or which might stand for Anna Herzogin zu 
Sachsen-Koburg , in which case it would not be Mutter Anna who owned the 
volume, but her unhappy daughter, Anna, who married Johann Ivasimir Duke 
of Saxe-Coburg in 1584, and was shut up in prison in 1593 for inchastity.”

This is the second 
(and presumably less rare) edition published by Aldus of the date of 1504, but 
the fact is strange that the present copy is upon fine and stout paper—the 
very circumstance supposed to distinguish the first issue from the second—and 
that no one has described such a copy before.

This is a great curiosity of binding. Notwithstanding its “Persicos 
adparatus,” it was undoubtedly done in the Manutian binding-house, where, as 
someone has suggested, Levantine workmen were employed as well as Italians* 
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The sunk-centre and angles are stamped with gold, the ornamental tracery 
being produced by a pattern impressed on the red leather and showing in 
relief above the gold. Inside, the ornament is still more strikingly Oriental, 
a pattern of so-called Venetian design being cut out of the leather, so as to 
expose the green silk which covers the boarding beneath, thus producing a 
charming effect. 

Giustiniani of Genoa {about 1520):

the lower half the Giustiniani arms, gueules , a castle sable y with chef d’or, an 
eagle issant, sable, crowned or; the upper half a crest, with the figure of 
Justice holding a balance. This binding must have been executed between 
1516 and 1522, while Genoa, under its Doge Fregoso, recognized the 
sovereignty of France.

It is interesting to compare this binding with that which Grolier gave to 
his copy of the same work (see Gustave Brunet, La Reliure ancienne et 
moderne). They were apparently done by the same hand, but in two different 
styles. The only interlacement here is that of the two intersecting triangles 
which form a centrepiece for the name, and all the rest of the ornament is in 
graceful arabesques, tooled & filets pleins. The effect is brilliant and very 
pleasing; and the whole binding is in wonderfully fine and fresh condition.

The chief peculiarities of this binding are the appearance of the deltas , 
and the outer row of ornament added by Demetrio Canevari.

Specimens of the famous Canevari library have been of most 
unusual occurrence, and are far rarer than the books bearing 
Grolier’s name, and even than those which were bound for 
Maioli. Demetrio Canevari, one of the most learned and 
distinguished professors of the art of medicine, was special 
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physician of Pope Urban VIII. He was a Greek by lineage, 
although born in Genoa, and by education and residence a 
Homan. It is for him that the books bearing the medallion 
above described are usually said to have been bound, but as most 
of these bindings appear to have been executed about 1570-80, 
we must conclude that it was another member of the family— 
perhaps his father—to whom the honour is due. Although not 
specially mentioned above, each of the preceding books has 
the same medallion ornament and Greek device.

His account of the great Genoese navigator, and of the people of the 
West Indies, renders this work indispensable in an American historical 
library.

The ornamentation on the back of this marvellous volume 
is like the subsidiary arabesques on the sides, and it is still 
visible, although some Italian marquis in the seventeenth 
century had his own coronet and monogram superposed, and 
notwithstanding that two of the compartments have been 
attacked by worms. The glorious sides, however, have only 
succumbed to time and lost somewhat of their freshness, but 
no worm or marquis has invaded the beauty of their rich 
decoration. 

Here is a combination of excellency seldom if ever attain¬ 
able ; a rare volume of the highest value and importance, clad 
in the precious robes of Grolier’s library. The Grolier books 
that have turned up at auctions during the present century 
have almost invariably been books of small value apart from their - 
binding.

The ornamentation is o£ 
unusual splendour and magnificence for Grolier, and the book 
might perhaps have been bound for presentation to him. Within 
a geometrical border, formed by interlacements of thick lines 
painted black and lined with gold, the inner space on the sides 
is entirely given up to a labyrinth of graceful scroll-work in 
gold, the volutes ending in flowery azures ornaments. The 
centrepiece is framed in an oblong border resembling a wood¬ 
carving; and at various spaces on the sides, throughout the 
intertwining arabesque, the oblong, lozenge-shaped, and floral 
compartments formed by the contact or intersection of the 
simple lines, are painted red, green, or black, with gold edges. 
The back is simpler, but has also the gold azure ornament with 
painted centrepieces and the lettering “ Biblia The gilt 
edges of the book are elegantly gauffered with arabesque 
ornaments, and bear in red the words “Biblia Sacra.”

Although this large volume does not bear Grolier’s name, 
yet there is sufficient testimony in the binding that it was once 
his. There are only three Bibles in the catalogue of Grolier’s 
books made by Le Roux de Lincy, but he says “ on peut hardi- 
ment conjecturer que ce n’etaient pas la les seules Bibles com¬ 
pletes qui eussent appartenu a Grolier.” Indeed, what was more 
likely than that Grolier, the learned patron of Aldus, should buy 
from the other learned printer, his compatriot, Robert Estienne 
(Stephanus), a large paper copy of this grand edition of the 
Vulgate, especially as King Francis had already provided 
himself with a copy (now in the Bibl. Nat., in a royal binding, 
somewhat similar in style of ornament to the above) ? But the 
chief reason for assigning the ownership to Grolier is this, that 
the corner-ornaments and the full borders which decorate the 
sides of the Bible were executed with the same tools as were 
used to gild Grolier’s copy of “ Erasmi Adagia,” which may be 
seen pictured in Mr. Cundall’s work on Bookbindings. The only 
variation is in the large interlaced geometrical design, which, in 
this volume, resembles very much the pattern on Grolier’s 
“ Freculphus ” (No. 5 of G. Brunet’s “ La Reliure ”).

Her escutcheon (or, a fasce 
ond6e, gueules) appears on the last of those leaves, and the 
monogram, CV, is painted on the first leaf of the Horae in the 
spot on which Simon Vostre’s monogram was printed. The 
binding is of the Eve school, but seems to be one of the first 
works of Le Gascon. There are a few fanfare ornaments and 
just the least little appearance of the gold dots which he after¬ 
wards made his characteristic. The geometrical patterns on the 
sides and back are very beautiful. The roulette work inside the 
cover is of later style than the interlacements, and, if they stood 
. alone, might be assigned to the year 1640, but, in connexion 
with the plain geometrical pattern on the outside, we cannot 
date it later than 1620. From the appearance of some of Le 
Gascon’s tooling it may be conjectured that he worked for Clovis 
Eve, and that we have here a work executed by him a little 
before or immediately after his establishment as an independent 
binder. This edition of Vostre’s Horse is undescribed.

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done about 1560. The decorative design on the sides is large 
and grandit oonsists of plain gold lines sweeping gracefully 
in bold intersecting curves, starting from, charged with, and 
ending in those ornaments a fers azures which are remarkable 
in the Henri-Diane bindings. There seems little reasbn to 
doubt that the hand of one of the great artists who worked for 
the lady of Anet was employed here also.

The Calvinist Form of Prayer and Catechism and a 
Calendrier historial follow the Psalms.

The sides which simply bear 
three-line fillets, with an elegant vase-ornament at the angles and the arms in 
the centre would prove nothing ; but the back is a beautiful example of Le 
Gascon’s earlier style, in which the gold dots are still a minor accessory, and 
the geometrical pattern, relieved by sprays of foliage and delicate fanfare 
ornaments, still predominates the design. The gilding here is extremely rich 
and the tooling very fine. There are no bands on the back, which is flat. 

Jean Pierre de Montchal ( died 1653): •

These three volumes are lettered “France,” “Espagne et Pays Orient,” 
“ Costes de la Mer ” respectively, and were evidently made up by the Cardinal's 
express command from vario^ sources, in greater measure the great atlas of 
Mercator and Hondius, but, as far as France was concerned, chiefly from rare 
maps engraved in France at Paris, Tours, Chalons, etc. which must be of 
excessive rarity. They bear the names of Damien de Tampleux, Hugues 
Picart, Jean Le Clerc, Melchior Tavernier, Licim. Guyet, Jean Jubrien, and 
others. 

The monogram which adorns the sides and backs is not mentioned by 
Guigard. It consists of AI D P C D R worked into a single character 
(Armand Jean Du Plessis, Cardinal de Richelieu). The ornament on the 
edges of the covers consists of an anchor and cordage. The fine tooling on 
the back is plainly Le Gascon’s, and the book was evidently bound by him 
about 1635.

He is called Perrinet, simply because Hie same escutcheon is given 
in Dubuisson’s Armorial de la France, to “Perrinet, seigneur de Jars du 
Pezeau.” He is, except 1 so far as this bare statement goes', unknown to the 
writers on Genealogy and Heraldry, and his noblesse may have been of 
doubtful quality, notwithstanding the Count’s coronet which surmounts his 
arms."

Here there are twenty-eight, all in fine condition and perfect, 
except that there is no frontispiece to “La Toison d’Or.” The four dramas 
(Attila, Tite, Pulcherie, Sur6na), which were not printed in Paris till some 
years later, cannot, of course, be expected to appear here; and, to make up for 
them, we have two of the rarest pieces of Thomas Corneille substituted. These 
are the Persee and the Pyrrhus, both printed in 1666. 

The arms on the book are parti: 1, the regular Colbert symbol; 2, 
gueules, a heart an'gent , within two interlaced triangles or deltas, en chef, azwr, 
three stars, argent .

Devonshire; but it is not likely that any of the four copies 
described by Renouard (Royal Library B. M., Pius YI, Althorpe, 
Chatsworth) can vie with the Sunderland copy in its exterior. 
This is probably one of the last grand works executed by the 
great artists who disappeared from the capital of France when 
the Huguenot persecutions began which culminated at St. Bar¬ 
tholomew.

The woodcut initials are very elegant, but deal with nudities 
rather more freely than the book’s character would warrant.

It would seem as though the volume belonged to Philippe de Mornay in 
1576 (that is the year of his marriage with Charlotte d’Arbaleste). On a 
blank page at the end there arc sketched in ink several essays of monograms 
for the letters CC, and below them there is the <p <j> which he used himself. 
See La Reliure of Gustave Brunet, a plate in which exhibits the CC. <p 0, and 
s ferine exactly as this sketch shows them.

Michel of such an ornament as used towards the close of the sixteenth 
century. It was specially employed by the binders of the Eve.family. As 
for the cipher, I am unable to riddle it. It looks like a cordon so arranged as 
to take the shape of a twin-heart reversed, and may be thought to embrace the 
initials of the translator B V (Blaise Vigenere).

On tbe sides there is an interlaced geometrical centrepiece, 
rounded with wreaths of foliage; and a full border , of similar 
leaf-pattern with shield-cartouches at the corners and in the 
middle. The ornamentation on the back is in harmony, but the 
leaf-forms are a little larger. On the whole this noble example 
is a work of masterly skill and taste. Its freshness is remarkable.

The binding is a fine example of Ruette’s sober style, with a plain double 
three-line fillet on the sides and on the back. It was clone about 1630.

On the 
sides the central ornament is circular like a rose, with tapering extensions at 
top and bottom, which make it harmonize in shape with the lozenge-space 
left by the fan-ornaments at the angles of the fillet. The back has a central 
and two side-compartments very delicately tooled, the roulette at the sides 
being a combination or alternation of fleurs-de-lis and bees (or wasps). 

13192 MARTIALIS (M. Val.) ex Museo Petri Scriverii, 24to. 

beautiful ruled copy in red morocco extra , gilt edges , exquisitely 
decorated with gold tooting , and an ornament of inlaid olive 
morocco on the sides , by Le Gascon ; from the Bechforcl library ,

This charming binding may be called identical with that of the “ ravishing 
duodecimos ” which Le Gascon bound for Habert de Montmort, and upon 
which Marius-Michel discourses so extatically—the only difference being that 
the centre-ornament (a quatrefeuille) which is naked in those, is here filled 
with the mosaic inlay of olive morocco, upon which there is a graceful 
decoration in gold, combining five quintefeuilles exactly similar to those which 
appear in the panels on the back. The lovely pointilU (dotted gold) is used 
with exquisite taste in the gilding on the sides. To obtain a notion of what 
the volume looks like, it is only necessary to refer to p. 95 of the “ Reliure 
Eranyaise,” where a facsimile of the tooling on the sides may be seen. The 
angle-ornaments (there omitted) are pretty little vases. Bound about 1640.

The gold tooling on the sides is formed by a double row of 
three-line fillets with angle ornaments; the back is fully gilt 
with curves, culots, and dots d petits fers. The binding was done 
about 1650.

It is a valuable historical inquiry into the ethnical constitution of the 
“ barbarians,” and shows an excellent discrimination with regard to the old 
loose employment of the terms Gelt, Goth , and German; although the special 
object of the book is the glory of the French monarchy, and the laudation of 
the Emperor Justinian,

On the sides a simple fillet of three gold lines, with a small 
interlaced ornament in the centre, surrounded by elegant curves 
and dots a petits fers, in Le Gascon’s manner ; and on the back 
the same interlaced ornament in each panel, with a tooling ^of 
curves at the angles. The binding dates probably from about 
1650. ^ . 

The book is so rare that only two copies besides this seem 
to be known, of which one is in the Bibliotheque National©, 
and the other formerly belonged to Yemeniz and Didot in suc¬ 
cession. Didot believed that the book was suppressed and burnt 
during the persecutions of 1567, when Jean de Tourne’s stock 
was destroyed.

The book was bound 
about 1650r60, and probably by one of Le Gascon’s best workmen, although 
the master himself may have been no longer living.

The back is flat, and is, like the' sides, ornamented with a double row 
of four-line fillets, and the whole appearance of the binding is very simple 
and plain, in quiet taste, notwithstanding that the ornament (including even 
the roulette inside) consists almost entirely of fine gold dots,—excepting only 
the small rose which forms the fleuron to the inner angles on the sides. The 
book was bound about 1G50-60, by one of Le Gascon’s disciples. It is of the 
so-called Duseuil stylo, and forms a link with the “ vase’’-bindings.

Antoine Le Maistre (brother of the celebrated Bible translator) was one 
of the greatest ornaments of the French bar, and his polished and vigorous 
pleadings can still be read with pleasure. From his ascetic retreat, in which 
he died in 1658, he used his utmost endeavours to suppress these fruits of his 
earlier years, distinguished as they are by learning and eloquence seldom 
united in a young lawyer.

(done about 1645) is a well-preserved specimen of Le Gascon’s school, and 
exhibits, both on the back and in the inside, the minute delicacy of tooling for 
which he had been famous. The sides are plainer, and with the exception of 
the corner ornaments (vases of elegant shape, with flowers) and two lines of 
gold dots, have no ornament. 

The book was also printed at the same time in quarto size, but both 
editions are now rare, especially the folio. The editor was Paul Hay, Marquis 
du Chatelet, a man of considerable mark in his time, who derived his origin 
from the Scottish family of the same name.

This fine MS. has an interesting pedigree, which attaches it 
to some of the noblest names in the aristocracy of old England. 
It bears in the borders the De Bohun arms eight times repeated, 
and the Mortimer and Badlesmere arms once each; thus indi¬ 
cating that it was written and illuminated (in a convent of 
Dominican monks—Black Friars, or Friars Preachers—as the 
text and calendar everywhere indicate) for Elizabeth, sister of 
Giles, the last Baron Badlesmere, widow of Edmund Mortimer 
(son to the famous Roger, Earl of March) and wife of William 
de Bohun, Earl of Northampton (who had married her in 1338, 
and who died in 1360). This lady’s will, made long before her 
death (with her husband’s permission), and dated 1356, shows 
that she regarded the Preaching Friars’ Order with especial 
favour, and that she was one of their chief patrons. Stow 
records that she was buried in the Church of the Blackfriars, 
near Ludgate Hill. It is therefore easy to account for the 
special Dominican character of the MS.

The printing of this scarco work, dedicated to the Princess Mary, after¬ 
wards Queen, was commenced at Louvain in 1550, but the sheets were 
destroyed before publication, and the book was only effectively printed in 
London on the accession of Queen Mary. Its author was made Bishop of 
Winchester. This is a finely-preserved volume, and has a value independent 
of the book in the fact of its being a dated example of English binding in 
the first year of Queen Mary. The contemporary artistic labour bestowed 
upon Grolier’s books influenced the English binder, who was ambitious enough 
to imitate the efforts of his foreign rivals, The curves, parallels, and 
involutions are there, not so the taste and skill which should convert the 
work into a thing of beauty for all time.—Sir Prancis Inglefield, an ardent 
Romanist, and one of Queen Mary’s Privy Councillors, retired at her death to 
Spain, and lived there for the remainder of his life,

Thomas Wotton, “ a great cherisher of learning,” was the 
son and heir of Sir Edward Wotton, of Boughton-Malherbe in 
Kent, and a man of high reputation amongst the landed 
aristocracy, but so modest that he declined honours and offers 
of service from Queen Elizabeth, when he entertained her at his 
house, in 1573, during a royal “ progress ” through Kent. He 
was father of the second Sir Edward, who afterwards became 
Lord Wotton, and of the celebrated Sir Henry, whose life was 
written by Izaac Walton. The book was probably bound 
immediately after its publication, or in 1550, when the death of 
his father put Thomas into the possession of a noble estate.

The binding was executed in London towards the end of the sixteenth 
century. Excessively rake —so rare indeed that there is no copy in the 
British Museum, and the Hakluyt Society editor of Alboquerque’s com¬ 
mentaries was obliged to make his translation from the reprint of 1577 (in the 
Grenville library).. The Royal Library at Dresden contains a copy of the first 
edition of 1557, and there was one in the bookseller Thorpe’s possession about 
fifty years ago, which has now disappeared. No others seem to be known. 
The Salva library, like our great national collection, can only exhibit the 
1577 reprint—also a very scarce book, but of a totally different degree of 
rarity and intrinsic value. 

After having completed his well-known Navigations, Hakluyt turned to 
the Portuguese sources which he had not previously had access to, and printed 
in 1601 a translation from Galvaos Descobrimentos—an exceedingly rare 
book printed at Lisbon in 1563. It is highly probable than when he obtained 
the original Galvao, he also procured the Alboquerque—a book which he had 
evidently known by report only, to judge from the manner in which, in his 
Navigations, he mentions the name of the great Portuguese captain. 

Fynes Moryson (1566-1617):

This is in the foreground of a charming pastoral landscape, 
with trees and hills far off, and a stream winding through green 
banks in the middle distance, while lambs, frisking kids, and a 
finely painted dog appear nearer to the front. Above each of the 
shepherds’ heads, a tree rises, and an armorial shield is hung on 
each, that on the left hand bearing the arms of Pirckheimer, and 
that on the right the arms of the Ritter family, to which his 
wife belonged. The two figures look like portraits. The one on 
the left, beneath the Pirckheimer shield; sits at the foot of the 
tree, with a violin and bow in his hands. His aspect is majestic 
and peaceful, and he wears a graceful beard; while the other 
shepherd, who is standing against the opposite tree, and playing 
on the Pandean pipes, is beardless, but wears a sword, and has an 
immense club resting against his shoulders. It is altogether a 
graceful and'vigorous composition, in which the figures of the 
dog and of the frisking kids are remarkably fine, but especially 
revealing the artist’s hand in the two human figures. There 
is a leaf of paper, now fastened in the volume, but probably 
thrust in loose originally, on which appears, in a sixteenth-century 
hand, the statement, “ Alberfcus Durerus Noricus fecit In hono- 
rem Bilibaldi Pirkeymerii amici sui optimi, 1524.” This is an 
artistic treasure which deserves a pilgrimage in its honour. The 
volume is perhaps one of the sixteen illustrated with marginal 
paintings by Diirer which Matthaeus van Overbeck of Leyden 
bought out of the Pirckheimer collection in 1634.

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X. FLEMISH AND DUTCH BINDINGS. 

Ploed (L«) of Antwerp, 1555:

Amors, G. Plantino , 1555 

A magnificent specimen of the library of a collector hitherto unknown 
and of excessive rarity. 

The lion on the side is evidently the cognizance of Belgium,.and L. Ploed, 
whose name is here made known as that of an early bibliophile, evidently 
must have been a Fleming who sought to emulate the triumphs of his great 
French contemporary, Grolier. The interlaced geometrical pattern on the 
sides is quite in the Grolier style, although the filet ornaments in gold, red, 
white, blue, and green, might have been a little too florid for the fastidious 
taste of Grolier.

The binding is Flemish and is dated 1637 on the front side underneath 
the lettering “ Emb. M. Germ.” (by which is meant no doubt. “Emblemata 
Magistri Gerardi”). The lettering.on the back is “Apologi Creaturar. fig. 
Ger. de lode, 1584.” The text is simply a compilation in Latin verse from 
the Dialogi Creatmarum, but the plates are original and full of merit.

The dedication to the Rectors of the East India Company (usually 
deficient), issued in 1692 on small paper, is added. 

This is, perhaps, the very copy which was sent to the directors of the 
Dutch, East India Company, and was probably bound for them in Amsterdam 
about 1693 or ’4 in the most magnificent imitation which a Dutch binder could 
' ‘produce of the ornamental curves, spires, and culots of the French school of 
1660-70. The material is Dutch vellum, coloured red.

Only 30 copies known in all France, Germany, Italy, and England, and 
nearly every one of them wanting the Errata. The book was bound for 
Count Dmitri Buturlin and formed part of his second collection. 

The present copy has an additional interest as containing an inscription 
by the rubricator, who gives his name as Nieo. W.—Who was he ?—a German 
monk in the monastery, or a German workman from Maintz associated with 
Schweinhcim ? There is so little known concerning the first Italian press 
at Subbiaco that even this little item has its value. 
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
